Informing Lord 
Kimberly that the house of representa- 
tives had defeated the measore for the 
payment of the claims, 8b Jnliaa wrote : 

"There can be no doubt that these in- 
accuracies wei-e calculated to prejnuire 
the minds of many members of con- 
gress, and also to turn public opitiii i 
against a S'-ttlement of the questiu.i. 
which was both equitable aud udvaiitu- 
geous to both jiartics." 

On March 1.5 Sir Julian wrote an 
elaborate an.svver to Senator Morgan') 
criticisms oii the claims. After an- 
RweriuK one after iuiother of fll6S6tUt- 
tor's stat-'inents, he a-.lds: 

"Thi' vif ciiierarive epithiHs used wei<' 
quite unmerited, and I will pnx'iH'd tit. t 
the objection in (luestion is not well 
founded in fact, and upparuntly is bos-: l 
on !i niistiiken viewof uw British navi- 
gation laws. ' 

After quoting the British Shipping 
biwK. Mr Jinian pniceeds: 

"\Vli\ sli.piild that Americiin citizen 
be called 'ii rascal?' — what law Ikis he 
violated by advancing money for t\\>- 
prosecution of a lawful Canadian indu: 
try carrie<l on by Canadians in Canadian 
vessels — in whut respect hua the United 
States government been 'robbed.' ciii>- 
sldering thai it has no iiroporty in t'i'> 
fur seal, as \\as .>;(>leniiily adjudged i.ud 
di'clareti by Uie tribunal of aibitration 
at Piiris. 

"These are questions which, I snh 
mit, can only be reasonably aiiswe- 
in a sense absolutely fatal to Senaijr 
Morgan's cc teutioiis." 

Lord Balis jory, in acknowledging thi^ 
commnnications from Wasiiiugtu j . 
wrote: 

"I need scarcely say that the arpu- 
meuts which you bring forward in sup- 
port of the validity of those cluin , 
have the entice approval aud concur- 
rence of her majesty's government. 
The attempt made by Senator Morgan 
to dispnte them seems to be larg-. i.) 
founded ou misapprehension, aud h 
lunjestv's government con not dov , 
that when the full facts are laid before 
the public in the United States, the lit - 
bility of that country to make co:upe:i- 
sation, which has never been denu-d by 
the gjvemmoiit, will be generiuly rec- 
ognized both m and out oi congi-csa."

Will Be the Report on the Nic- 
araguan Canal Question. 



LOOKS BAD FOR THE OOMPAIIY

Ni;w YoiiK, Nov. ■.'(;.— A speeiiil to 
The Herald from Wasliiiinton says: A 
serious blow has been dealt the Nicara- 
gua Camil company's project for tiie 
construction of a waterway aoioss the 
isthmus by the report of the Nieara- 
gnan camil commission. Inevitable de- 
lay and a fui'ther and more thorough 
investigation of the entin? subject are 
declared to be necessary before even the 
engineering fflasibiUty of the canal 
across Nicarogoa can be decided upon. 

Your correspondnnt is able to moke 
public a review of the contents and the 
text of the eoiK liisions of the rejiort of 
the Nii ;irapu:in canal commi.'^sion. This 
rf'ixtrt is now lying on the president's 
desk, and is Ix'in^; considered by him in 
connection with his iinnual message to 
congress. The rejHirt is at such vari- 
ance with the nuniennis rumors and 
predii tions whii li have from time to 
time hccii published concerning it, that 
it will cause ^reat surprise and disiip- 
poiutment among tliosc who have hoped 
for agenpr;illy favor:ible report, and 
who have, llierefure, plared credence in 
these rumors, which usually stated "on 
the highest authority" that the com- 
mission favored the route proposed by 
the comp;iny, and placed the cost of the 
canal at iilxmt |I 10,000,000. 

The report points out that it is neither 
practicable nor advisable to attempt the 
construction of the Nicaragtuk canal 
upon the data at present available, 
and that the undertaking would bo 
fraught with hasards too (wHoos to dis> 
regard. 

That the necessary knowledge may bo 
had of the physical and topographical 
conditions affecting the construction 
and maintenance of a canal across Nio> 
oragua, upon which to form a final 
jodgment as to the feasibility, parma- 
nenos and cost, the commission reoam- 
mends an appropriation by congress of 
|S60,000 for extensive additional snrveys 
and examinations, oovsiing a period of 
18 months. 

With the data at hand, however, tha 
commission makes a provisional esti- 
mate of cost of $188,470,698, or ncarty 
double that of tha Maritime Oanal oom- 
puny's nnoonditional estimate of US,- 
bUH.ttco. 

The commission makes its estimate 
"provisional, " for tlie oommiasioners 

say the existing data are inadequate as 
H basis for estimating the cost of monv 
t tructures. Seme portions of tko WOslc 

mnv cost more, others less. 

The report savs the official estimate 
by tiie company of $60,898,660 is insuffi- 
cient for the work; that "In several im- 
portant I a>es. the quantities must be 
gieafly iii< leased, and in numerous 
ea.sch the L'nited St;ites prices do not 
make rc'i' • allowance for the differ- 
ence I' .'i' win-k b(>tweoii theUnited 
St.ilev ,1 iia N icarufjuu. ' ' 

The fzem rul trend of the entire report 
is certiiinly very unfavorable to the 
camd eomp;iny. The commission re- 
fnuns I'lom any direct criticism of the 
comiiiiny's lunspectus, but its report 
shows tiiut certain features, which the 
conipuny luis jiersisted in assuring the 
public, throiifiii cun^'ios. vM ic known 
to be absolutely .safe and leas;ible, if 
put 111 exci iiitioii might jeopardiite the 
pructii ability of the whole system, and 
possibly destroy forever the hope of u 
cainil liyine.insof the San Juan river 
mid Lake Niear;igua. 

For instance, the Maritime Canal 
company has projKi.sed to construct in 
Ochou, ou tJie San Jtmn river, '^^J miles 
from Oreytovm, on the Cai-ibbean, what 
is known as a "rock-flll" dam to hold 
the hike aud river level iit a navigable 
elevation, and divert the line thence 
from the river to the sea by a canal in 
excavating. This has, in fact, been one 
of the foregone certainties of the pro- 
ject, and tliu company has told conaresB 
that this enormous ittructure coida bo 
ei-ected for ^ll.'i'i'.i. The canal com- 
mission says a "rink- till" dam cannot 
be build in Ochoa for less than 94,000,- 
000. 

The commission considers that too 
much time and pains wars d«v»tod bgr 
the company to asoertainiaa tha tope- 
graphical country, whan it sEonld luTa 
paid more attention to tha flnding of 
the feasibility of a waterway aorosa 
Nicarogoa and its cost. 

The commission retrains from com- 
menting on the company's methods of 
making its surveys, and, in a great 
many cases, its failure to make surveys. 
Certain features of its plans are com- 
mended. The report, however, presents 
many very interesting comparative 
tables, which appear to show the aston- 
ishing insutti(dency of the company's 
data, the inexplicable smalluess of the 
umouut of work it thinks necessary to 
Ih' dune und conseijuently a compara- 
tively miodent estimate cost of construc- 
tion and cumjiletion (jf tlie i^anal. 

The conclusions uf the commission 
are \H in numlxji-. They refer largely 
to (luestlons ijivolved in tho detailed 
construction of the work. Perhaps the 
UMist interesting ixirtiou of ths roi 
is tho section which givi« a < 
recapitulation of the cost.

A test made on October 0th has added 
a new record, says the ScientiQs A'M'l' 
can, to a list of remarkable pertormanoas 
of this locomotive. The chaMcter of the 
[lerformance is lieightened by the ttfit 
that the train which it moved measured 
over 1,800 ftet In length and weighed 
about 1,900 tons and was started from 
rest in the tunnel. It consisted of a 
north-boand freight train of 2ft loaded 
cars and two locomotives coupled to a 
local freight of fifteen loaded cars and 
one looomotiva. ta starting it is said 
that not a sputter, spark or slip of the 
wheel occurred, and tlie train moved 
with the same precision as if the circum- 
stances bad been of the ordinary charac- 
ter. The drawbar pull of 60,000 pounds 
is given as the record in this case. The 
train was quickly brought to a speed of 
twelve miles an honr and palled thfough 
the tunnel without difhculty with the 
locomotive continuously exerting a draW' 
bar poll of 40,000 poapds.

The Alms House ordinance was taken 
up, given its second reading and after 
■ome MDendments was passed upani- 
igooi^jr. Tbe Institution ahall be under 
the eontrol of a Supculotend^t, who is 
to be elected by Council Mnually at the 
regular meeting in Dumber. The Su- 
perintendent ia to tarnleh at his own 
C6st suMcient and wholesome food for 
the inmetes, and render all necessary 
OMe and attention, the city to pay him 
at the rate of. tf JiO wm|( fof eMh iA- 
mate, payable mbntnly. ''A' c6mmlttee 
to be known as the Alms Committee, 
eiepted from the Boart^ 9^ Oooncil, ia to 
have general supervision of the inatlta- 
tion. 

▲n ordinance was passed regulating 
the giving of alms. Vo peneo ahall be 

entitled to alma who shall not have been 
a bona Jide resident of Maysville for twelve 
montha, but the Alma Committee can 
give temporary relief to anv one who ia 
in great distress. No person who is a 
pta'per or likely to become a pauper shall 
<bm4 or be brought into the city or shall 
gtfn a residence therelti bo as to become 
a public charge. The Mayor on informa- 
tion ia to have notice served on such per- 
eons, and make the fact a matter of rtc- 
ord. 

The ordUnanoe providing for the elec- 
tion of a fW>liiB Weigher, prescribing his 
duties :ui(] fixing hie compensation was 
read the second time and passed. He is 
to be elected by Council at the regular 
ni'^eting in December, 18B6, and bienni- 
ally thereafter. 

An ordinance providing for the election 

of a Wharfmaater, prescribing; Iiis duties 
and fixing his coinpeusution, was read 
and adopted. He is to have control over 
the wharves, public landings and beach 
of the city, and in caring for same is given 
police powers. He is to be elected by 
Oouncil at the regular meeting in Decem- 
ber, 1S<.)5, and biennially thereafter. 

Tb(! IViial ordinance was then intro- 
duced and given ita 4nt reading. It con- 
tain! ninety-nine aeetiona, describing va- 
rious offenses and fixing the j)en;ilty 
therofor. The rules were suspended, and 
the ordinance, after being considered sec- 
tion by section, was adopted as a whole. 

Oonncil then adjourned till next Mon- 
day morning at 9 o'clock when the re- 
tiring members will step down and out 
•ad the new ones will be sworn in.
